Sept. 5 (Delayed).—‘“‘The end must 
come soon, but what kind of an 
end will it be?” 

Summer is dying and so are the 
Germans. As we approach the 
frontiers of Hitler's unhappy 
Reich, the days grow shorter and 
the Germans become fewer. 
days of constant sunshine are 
past, and now we have chilling 
rains and nights of biting cold.

Strength of Line Doubtful. 

A senior staff officer at Su- 
preme Headquarters declared that 
Germany’s last defense hope in 
the west, the Siegfried line, was 
no stronger than the Atlantic — 
Wall, if as strong, and “of course, 
we are going to break it.”

Supreme Headquarters official- 
ly described the penetrations of 
the Reich frontier as actions per- 
haps 25 to 30 miles ahead of the 
main front. Lt. Gen. George 3S. 
Patton's Third Army permitted 
disclosure only today that these 
had occurred Sunday—the first 
officially reported armed entry 
into Germany by land since the 
fall of France. 


Across River in Strength. 

What has happened since Sun- 
day on the Third Army front still 
was under secrecy of security, but 
it was announced officially that 
the Third Army's breaching of the 
Moselle, last river barrier short 
of the Rhine itself, had occurred 
midway between Metz and Nancy, 
some 40-odd miles short of the 
nearest point of the German fron- 
tier. 

Headquarters said the Third 
Army was across the Moselle in 
strength, presumably near Nancy. 

The Germans, who had a brief 
breathing spell because the Third 
Army required time to regroup 
and bring up supplies, were bitter- 
ly contesting every yard of 
ground in the Metz area, 

The Germans took advantage of 
the lull to rush up reinforcements 
which were first encountered by 
Patton’s forces at Louaville, eight 
miles northwest of Metz. There 
the American forces ran _ into 
strong enemy detachments man- 
ning 88&-millimeter guns, mortars 
and antitank guns. 

The total American bag of pris 
oners since D-day now is more 
than 205,000, it waa announced, 
The Third Army has estimated it 
captured 76,000, wounded 62,250 
rand killed 19,500 Germana, The 
United States Firat Army reported 
Aug. 30 that it had captured 115,- 
000 Nazis, Since then it has 
mopped up at least 14,000 in the 
pocket south of Mona. 

It also wag estimated officially 
that 50,000 Germans now are 
caught in the Pas de Calais coast- 
al strip which was thinning 
hourly.

SPURESMAN SAYS 


But Total Mobilization 
Will Restore Balance 
on Western Front, Gen. 
Dittmar Tells People of 
Reich. 


LONDON, Sept. 6 (AP). — Lt. 
Gen. Kurt Dittmar, propaganda 
spokesman for the German high 
command, told the Reich last 
night that a “deficiency of means 
has placed success out of our 
reach” at present but that a new 
total mobilization would soon sta- 
bilize the western front. 

Dittmar compared the Allies’ 
breakthrough to the Germans’ own 
smash through the Maginot line 
in 1940 and said the “basic reason 
underlying all our difficulties is 
known — the insufficient number 
of the forces employed.” 

But, he added, this will be dif- 
ferent from now on. 

Promises New Stand. 

“Now we are fighting on consid- 
erably reduced fronts,” he assert- 
ed. “When our national strength, 
whose total mobilization has been

BALKANS BUMBED 


Rail Yards in Hungary 
Hit — British - Based 
Planes Pound Brest, 
Raid Reich. 


LONDON, Sept. 6 (AP).—Some 
750 United States heavy bombers 


of German troops moving. north- 
ward from below the Danube to- 
day, along with Nazi retreat 
routes in the Balkans. 

They struck as waves of Amer- 
ican Marauder and Havoc bomb- 
ers battered besieged Brest for 
an hour and ranged behind the 
western front and into Germany, 
snarling transportation. 

One large formation of Liber- 
ators from the south bombed ene- 
my troops and vehicles jammed 
into the small town of Leskovac, 
150 miles southeast of the Yugo- 
slav capital of Belgrade. First 
reports said the German air force 
was absent again. 

Fortresses bombed the Oradea 
railyards, 125 miles southeast of 
the Hungarian capital of Buda- 
pest. 

Before dawn, British Mosquitoes 
battered Hannover without loss 
and Typhoons attacked shipping 
off Holland with rockets, sinking 
a medium sized vessel, setting a

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 (AP).— 
Congressional tax leaders gave a 
mixed reception today to a post- 
war tax plan that proposes sharp 
reduction of corporation income 
taxes and exemption of stock- 
holders’ dividends from the stand- 
ard individual tax. 

The Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, an organization of lead- 
ing business men, recommended 
the plan, calling for a 60 per cent 
over-all slash in postwar tax col- 
lections and said its idea of sup- 
planting the surtax-normal tax 
levy on corporate earnings with a 
single “flat rate” would stimulate 
investment of risk capital, expand 
private enterprise and create jobs.

The CED said in support of its 
plan, which would in effect can- 
cel taxes on corporate profits if 
paid as dividends, that taxes smoth- 
er expansion of business and thus 
reduce the number of job oppor- 
tunities. 

Proposed Levy. 

The CED tried to figure how to 

eliminate corporate taxes entirely, 


but finally decided on a levy of 16, 
18 or 20 per cent, depending on the 
size of the Federal budget. 

Under this plan, however, divi- 
dend receivers would get a credit 
equa! to the corporation rate, and 
would pay only surtaxes on divi- 
dend income. Profits retained by 
a business would be considered a 
“withholding” against future divi- 
dend payments. 

Individual incomes would be 
taxed at the 16, 18 or 20 per cent 
basic rate, and in addition would 
be subject to surtaxes of from 
3 to 57 per cent. 

Specifically, for individuals, the 
CED proposed: 

1. Elimination of the 1944 law 
8 per cent “normal” tax, which 
allows no credit for dependents, 
and retention of the present ex- 
emptions of $500 for each tax- 
payer and each dependent. 

2. Substitution of the 16 to 
20 per cent levy for the current 
combined tax of 23 per cent on 
the lowest bracket. Surtaxes 
would range from 3 per cent on 
the second $2000 above exemp- 
tions to 29 per cent on $50,000 
to $75,000 incomes (less than 
half present rates), 49 per cent 
on incomes of $700,000 to one 
million, and 57*per cent on in- 
comes above five million a year. 

The CED figured a family of 
five with an income of $2750 a 
year or less would pay nothing 
after deductions, leaving 35 to 40 
million. income tax payers out of 
55 million employed. 

The CED would make income 
from all state or local government 
bonds fully taxable, permit aver- 
aging of income over a period of 
years for those whose incomes 
@re irregular, make capital gains 
fully taxable and tighten en- 
forcement of income tax laws. 

Excise levies, except for those 
@©n liquor, tobacco and gasoline, 
would be repealed. 

Tax Program for Business. 

For business, the CED specified: 

1. Present corporations taxes 
(basically 40 per cent combined 
normal and surtgx and 95 per 
cent for excess profits) would 
be cut to the 16-to-20 per cent 
standard rate. 

2. The excess 
would be repealed. 
3. The “declared value capital 
stock excess-profits tax” would 

be rep2aled. — 

4. Taxes on personal holding 
companies would be retained. 
~ ® Business would be allowed 
to balance losses against gains 
over a period of six years. 

6. Business would be per- 
mitted -greater deductions for 
depreciation. 

The CED worked out its plans 
glong lines recommended by 
Harold .M. Groves, Wisconsin Uni- 
versity professor of economics, 
and a group of other economists. 

The basic premise of the plan 
is that the Federal budget will 
run from 16 billion to 18 billion a 
year exclusive of Social Security 
and interest on the national debt. 

Income Aim of 140 Billion. 

It figures this country must aim 
for a national income level of 140 
billion (at 143 price levels) with 
employment Of at least 55 millions 
(compared with 63 millions now). 

Paul G. Hoffman, CED chair- 
Man, who is president of Stude- 
baker Corporation, in commenting 
on the proposal, said “the present 
tax system or anything remotely 
akin to it will prevent achieve- 
ment of a high level economy.” 

Beardsley Ruml, comptroller of 
R. H. Macy & Co., helped work 
out the CED plan which is not 
unlike the one he and a merchant 
banker, H. Christian Sonne, re- 
cently wrote for the National 
Planning Association.

Representatives of more than 
balf of the American Federation 
of Labor unions in St. Louis met 
yesterday at Hotel De Soto to 
form a committee to give organ- 
ized labor support to Patrick J. 
Burke, Democratic nominee for 
Mayor and business agent of 
Teamsters’ Union, Loca! No. 603. 

The luncheon meeting was 
sponsored by business agents of 
three other teamsters’ unions: 
Mel Horn of Loca] No. 618, Dale 
Ferris of Loca] No. 604, and Wil- 
liam Frenger of Local No. 366. 
Lioyd Weber, business agent of 
District No. 9 of the Machinists’ 
Union, was elected chairman. 

Horn told the meeting, “This is 
not an AFL Political Action Com 
mittee. We are backing one can- 
didate, not a party. We want 
Burke for Mayor, both because 
he is a union man-and because he 
is a well qualified candidate.” 

The biggest round of applause, 
however, followed Burke’s discus- 
gion of President Roosevelt’s la- 
bor legislation record, rather than 
the St. Louis campaign. 

Funds to Be Raised. 

Weber said the committee would 
work with Burke’s campaign or- 
ganization, directing its efforts 
chiefly at unions.

mander | 

The formula set up would be 
expected to make virtually certain 
gs revision of senatorial districts 
each 10 years to equalize the pop-| 
wlations of the districts and pro- 
vide more nearly equitable repre- 
sentation in the Senate. It has 
one very outstanding defect, 
caused by the inability of the del- 
- egates to consider districting in 
any other light than 45 a parti- | 
gan political question. | 

Under the procedure agreed on 
by the delegates late yesterday) 
afternoon, a districting commis- 
sion of five Republicans and five 
Democrats would be appointed by 
the Governor immediately after | 
the ratification of the constitution | 
by the voters, this commission be- | 
ing charged with the duty of cre-| 
ating new districts. The selec- | 
tion of commissioners by the Gov- 
ernor would be from two lists of 
10 names, one list submitted by 
the Republican State Committee. 
and orie by the Democratic State 
Committee. | 

If the commission failed to 
make the redistricting within a 
year, it’ would be discharged au- 
tomatically and al] the State Sen- 
ators to be chosen in the next

State’s Past Experience. 

The objection to any attempted 
districting by the convention was 
based upon experience in Mis- 
souri, no Legislature under the 
present constitution ever having 
been able to agree on a district- 
ing. This failure has been due to 
the fact that any -change in dis- 
trict boundaries would be certain 
to legislate some Senators out of 
office by putting two or more in 
the same district,.and to the fact 
that Senators have objected to 
having their districts, in which 
they had been elected, changed 
by adding more territory or tak- 
ing away some territory. 

Delegate Charles H. Mayer of 
St. Joseph, a former State Sena- 
tor, and others with legislative ex- 
perience took the position that a 
convention of 83 members could 
mo more agree on district boun- 
daries than could the Legislature, 
and that any attempt to follow 
that course would prolong the 
convention, which had been in ses- 
sion nearly a year, for several 
weeks, and in the end would have 
to be abandoned.

Mustering-Out Priorities. 
The readjustment and demo- 


bilization plan developed by the) 


War Department after months of 
study takes into account all of 
these variable factors. Briefly, 
the plan for the return of non- 
essential soldiers to civilian life 
will start with the assembly in 
the United States of men declared 
surplus to the needs of each over- 
geas theater and to the major 
commands in the United States. 
From among these men some will 
be designated essential, and a 
substantial mumber will be desig- 


mated as nonessential to the new, 


military needs of the army and 
will be returned to civilian life 
according to certain priorities. 

As an example, the command- 
ing general of the European the- 
ater of operations will be 
formed by the War Department of 
the types and numbers of his 
units which will be needed in the 
Pacific, and the types and num- 
bers of his units which will re- 
main as occupation troops, and 
the types and numbers of his 
units which are surplus. 

The simplest plan of demobili- 
yation would have been to return 
these surplus units to this coun-

Such a method, however, would 
@perate with great unfairness to 
many individuals who have had 
long and arduous service, but are 
not assigned to one of the units 
deciared surplus.

Europe were considered, this basis | 


of expediency would work unfalir- 
ly to units long in the Pacific or 
at outpost bases in the American 
theater. It would operate unfair- 
ly to men who have seen extended 
combat service both in Europe and 
the Pacific and have been re- 
turned to this country for reas- 


signment. It would release men | 


only recently assigned as replace- 
ments to units long in combat and 
would discriminate against veter- 
ans of many campaigns in units 
mot selected for return. 


The Fairest Method. 


Consequently, it was  deter- 
mined that the fairest method to 


effect partial demobilization would | 


be through the selection of men 
eas individuals, rather than by 
units, with the _ selection gov- 
erned by thoroughly impartial 
standards. 

For the standards, the War 
Department went to the soldiers 
themselves. Experts were sent 
into the field to obtain a cross 
Section of the sentiments of en- 
listed men. Thousands of sol- 
diers, both in this country and 
overseas, were interviewed to 
learn their views on the kind of 
selective process they believed 
should determine the men to be 
yeturned first to civilian life.

Credit Values Not Given. 


| The value of the point credits 
will be announced after the ces- 
sation of hostilities in Europe. 
In the meantime, the point values 
'will be kept under continuous 
study. The total score will be 
used to select surplus men from 
the theaters overseas and in the 
United States. The score also 
will be used when a certain por- 
tion of all these surplus men will 
‘be declared nonessential and re- 
‘turned to civilian life. 
| In all cases, however, the de- 
mands of military necessity and 
the needs of the war against Ja- 
pan must first be met. Regard- 
less of a man’s priority standing, 
certain types of personnel can 
‘never become surplus as long as 
‘the war against Japan continues. 
As an example of how the plan

‘will work, assume that there are 


four infantry divisions in the Eu- 
ropean theater. One is declared 
surplus. Men in all four divisions 
are rated according to the prior- 
ity credit scores. The top fourth 
is selected and those not essen- 
tial for retention in service by 
reason of military necessity are 
designated as surplus, Men in 
the surplus division who are 
marked for retention by reason 
of military necessity are then 
shifted into the active divisions. 
All of the men désignated as sur- 
plus are shifted into the surplus 
divisions, which now will serve 
as a vehicle for eventually re- 
turning them to the United States. 


Rule on Replacements. 


No man in a unit that remains 
service can become surplus 
until a qualified replacement is 
available. If military necessity 
should entail the immediate trans- 
fer of a unit to the Pacific, there 
may conceivably be no time to 
apply the plan to men of that 

‘unit before the emergency trans- 

fer is made. Consideration will 

be given these men when they ar- 
rive in the new theater. 

The active units needed against 
Japan will be shipped to the Pa- 
cific. Those units required for 
occupation duty in Europe will be 
sent to their stations, and surplus 
units will be returned to the 
United States as quickly as pos- 
sible, 

In the United States, the men 
of these surplus units will revert 
to a surplus pool in the Army 
Ground Forces, Army Service 
Forces and Army Air’ Forces. 
These surplus pools whl include 
surplus men from all overseas the- 
aters and surplus men from the 
continental United States. 

From these surplus pools the re- 
duction of various types of Army 
personnel will be made. The num- 
ber to be returned to civilian life 
as no longer essential to over-all 
Army needs will be chosen from 
among those with the highest pri- 
ority credit scores.

Shipping a Factor. 


It is emphasizea that the rate of 
return of surplus men from over- 
seas will depend upon the number 
of ships available. Thousands of 
ships will be required to supply 
the Pacific theater. The Pacific 
theater will have No. 1 priority. 
All else must wait. To it will be 
transported millions of fighting 
men, millions of tons of landing 
barges, tanks, planes, guns, ammu- 
nition and food, over longer supply 
lines than those to Europe. 

This means that most of the 
ships and planes that were used to 
supply the European theater will 
be needed to supply the Pacific 
‘theater. The majority of ships

on to the Pacific laden with troops 
and supplies for that distant cam- 
paign. Very few will turn around 
and come back to the United 
States. The Army, therefore, will 
not be able to return all surplus 
men to the United States immedi- 


ately. It may take many months. 


Pacific Mustering-Out. 


While the process of selecting 
and returning men from the Euro- 
pean theater is taking place, the 


plan for readjustment and par- 
tial demobilization also will be 
applied in active theaters, like the 
Southwest Pacific. Individuals in 
those theaters will be declared sur- 
plus to the extent that replace- 
ments can be provided. Naturally, 
since the Pacific will be the only 
active theater, there will be no 
surplus units of any type. Military 
requirements there will demand an 
increase rather than a decrease in 
fighting units. Nevertheless, troops 
in the Pacific area will benefit by 
the reduction of the Army, not as 
units, but as individuals. 


Commanders in the Pacific area 
will be told the number and types 
of men who can be replaced. They 
then will select these men, using 
the same standards as apply in 
inactive theaters and in the United 
States. These men then will be 
returned to the United States as 
rapidly as replacements of the 
same type become available and 
as the military situation permits. 


As an example: Normally there 
will be a great flow of men needed 
to build up and maintain an offen- 
sive against Japan, but say that 
several thousand men, over and 
above the required number can be 
shipped to the Pacific each month. 
Then, a corresponding number of 
men in the Pacific with the high- 
est prority credit scores can be 
declared surplus and returned to 
the United States, where their 
scores and military necessity will 
determine whether they are among 
the personnel no longer essential 
to the Army. 


Simultaneously with the selec- 
tion and return of men in the 
overseas theaters, the same selec- 
tive formula will be applied 
among troops stationed in the con- 
tinental United States. Troops in 
the United States, however, will 


Forces and the Service Forces will 
discharge a fair share of men 
proportionate with the Ground 
Forces. 


Separation Centers. 


Surplus individuals declared 
nonessential to the needs of the 
Army will be discharged from the 
service through separation cen- 
ters. Five Army separation cen- 
ters are already in operation and 
additional ones will be set up 
when the need develops. A total 
of 18 in all parts of the country 
are contemplated. Their wide dis- 
tribution will enable us to dis- 
charge soldiers close to their 
homes, 

The readjustment and demobil- 
ization plan applies only to read- 
justment and demobilization and 
in the period between the defeat 
of Germany and prior to the de- 
feat of Japan. It sets forth the 
principles and responsibilities in- 
volved during that period. The- 
ater commanders and command- 
ers of all other major commands 
of the Army will put the plan into 
operation in as simple a manner 
as possible based on those prin- 
ciples and responsibilites, 


The War Department has deter- 
mined that the successful opera- 
tion of the plan requires that the 
troops themselves, as well as the 
public, be kept fully informed. 


The size of the military estab- 
lishment that will be needed after 
the defeat of Germany has been 
calculated with the same exact- 
ness as the size of the Army 
needed up to now. No soldier will 
be kept in the military service 
who is not needed to fulfill these 
requirements. No soldier will be 
released who is needed. 


It must be borne in mind al- 
ways that the war will not be 
won, nor the peace enjoyed, until 
Japan has been completely 
crushed.

Senator Truman in his acceptance 
Speech offered a caim review of the New 
Deal of Roosevelt's realism and vision, 
while others were insisting “It can't hap- 
pen here’ and of his successes as or- 
ganizer and strategist 

Our people know these 
Many remember only what gears with 
their aspirations or falls within their 
comprehension. For the mind that could 
conceive an isolated America will, of its 
very nature, automatically reject any 
evidence to the contrary, however con- 
clusive; and those farmers and indus- 
trialists who have believed that labor is 
the pampered pet of the administration 
will continue to think so, even in face 
Of such facts as are therein contained. 

It cannot be denied that labor has been 
bettered, first by NRA, then by the 
Wagner Act and Social Security and, 
finally, by the exigencies of the war. 
But to suggest that its gains have been 
at the expense of others is to ignore 
the truth. 

Total wages and salaries had, by 1939, 
risen 55% per cent above the 1933 level, 
but this increase was due more to the 
added number of workers than to the 
increase in wages. Agriculture, with a 
constantly lowering need for manpower, 
has increased its earnings over 90 per 
cent, while at the same time industrial 
corporations, which operated at a loss 
in 1933, but earned something over a 
billion dollars in 1934, increased these 
earnings almost fourfold in the next five 
years. 

With lend-lease and the war, and the 
Government as boss and buyer, the wage 
levels have been raised somewhat and 
their gross gain, by the end of 1942, stood 
at 75 per cent over 1939. But here again, 
much of the gain is accounted for by 
the millions of added war workers. 

Agriculture continued its gains, im- 
proving 125 per cent over 1939, and the 
corporations did even better, going 265 
per cent over. It is, of course, true that 
taxes strike corporation earnings the 
hardest, but even after taxes the gain 
remained at 80 per cent over 1939. 

Labor knows these things, and it 
knows that the administration forces 
glone stand between it and the ruthless 
designs of the farm bloc, the N. A. M. 
and other groups, and it proudly stands 
behind its friends. 

It does so; not because it believes it is 
being favored, but rather in gratitude 
that at long last it is being considered 
in the scheme of things.

An Empty Gift 

The Puerto Rico bill which President Roose- 
velt urges the House to enact is largely an empty 
gesture, and there is some question whether, un- 
til we can hold out our hands with something 
more substantial in them than a bill-full of pretty 
phrases, we would not do better to abstain from 
holding out our hands at all. | 

The bill would allow the people of Puerto Rico 
their own Governor, who is now ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. But 
it would leave the Governor of Puerto Rico al- 
most entirely impotent. What is worse, it would 
leave the Puerta Rican Legislature impotent, also, 
and actual rule of the island would remain in 
committees of the United States Congress. 

President Roosevelt says that the bill embodies 
the recommendations of his committee of Amer- 
ican and Puerto Rican experts and that it has 
the approval of all Puerto Rican political par- 
ties. As originally drawn, it was indeed the 
work of these experts, who represented all shades 
of politics. But the Senate amended the original 
bill, amended it to such an extent that Joseph 
M. Jones, a former official of the State Depart- 
wrote in Fortune:

“Perhaps the most cruelly disappointing 
action perpetrated upon the Puerto Ricans in 
40 years was that of the Senate of lacerating 
beyond recognition the so-called home rule 
bill. . . . Instead of local autonomy, what 
the Senate offers is an elected Governor 
surrounded by a wall of impotence even with 
respect to his own executive subordinates, 
and an administrative relationship with the 
U. S. that is a long step backward.”

Warsaw. Blunder and Heroism 


The revolt of the people of Warsaw, which has 
just come to an end after 34 days, is a tragedy 
of, which the elements are ghastly blundering by 
the leadership and superb heroism on the part 
of the people. 

The uprising was started on Aug. 1, premature- 
ly, out of the eagerness of the Polish Government- 
in-Exile, in London, acting through its repre- 
sentatives in Warsaw, to grasp for itself, and to 
deny tothe advancing Russian armies, credit 
for the liberation of the city. 

What should, therefore, have been a purely 
military decision was made on a purely political 
basis-with disastrous results. The Polish Goy- 
ernment-in-Exile has gained for itself only the 
opprobrium for the wasting of thousands of 
heroic lives—250,000, according to reports; and 
it seems likely that when Warsaw ia finally 
liberated the act will be performed by the Rus- 
sians. 

The citizens of Warsaw, misled and foredoomed 
though they were, fought with a devotion that 
made all the more terrible their leaders’ subor- 
dination of warfare to politics. When the Nazis 
offered amnesty to all who would surrender, no 
more than 100,000 gave up, according to the re- 
ports—leaving some 900,000 hopeless but uncom- 
promising against the conquerer. The quitters 
were thrown into the Nazi hell-holes called con- 
centration camps; the brave were hunted down 
with fire and explosive, till a third of the Polish 
capital was said to have been destroyed and a 
fourth of its people along with it. 

The fate of Warsaw and the people of Warsaw 
shocks and grieves everyone with human sym- 


pathies. These heroes and heroines were tricked 
by the political cupidity of their leadership, but 
it was for their land, and however misguidedly, 
it was matic that they gave their lives.

“The evidence was overwhelming against him,” 
says the Missouri Supreme Court in a unanimous 
opinion of its Division No. 2 in affirming the con- 
viction of Orville Golden, former secretary- 
treasurer of the AFL Hodcarriers’ Union, who 
was convicted two years ago of apart in em- 
bezzling $151,000 of the-local’s funds. 

The court analyzed the evidence and the trial 
procedure, step by step, and could find not a 
single flaw. As proof that the jury was not 
prejudiced against Golden, the opinion cites the 
fact that, despite the overwhelming evidence, he 
got three years instead of the maximum, five 
years. 

This emphatic opinion leaves the acquittal of 
Earl Jenkins, a business agent of the union, look- 
ing more peculiar than ever. Since the charge 
was the same, the State used against Jenkins 
virtually the same evidence—“overwhelming evi- 
dence,” on the word of the Supreme Court—that 
it presented against Golden. Yet Jenkins was 
freed by the jury after only 85 minutes of de- 
liberation! 

The Jenkins case stands ag a monumental 
miscarriage of justice, and an object lesson warn- 
ing Missouri to get rid of its antiquated manda- 
tory-severance system. If the four men indicted 
in the looting of the Hodcarriers’ Union treasury 
had been tried at one time, there is a good chance 
that all would have been convicted, and that the 
convictions would have stuck. Ags it is, one con- 
viction has been upheld, another has been fre- 
versed, one man was acquitted and the fourth is 
still to be tried. 

The Constitutional Convention has approved a 
proposal empowering the Supreme Court to revise 
the trial rules, and thus, if it will, to abolish 
mandatory severance, the ancient loophole for 
criminals. This is a long-needed reform that 
should gain support for the revised charter when 
the voters pass upon it at the polls. 
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° Quality Control, Too ° 

OPA is only asking to be permitted to do its 
job when {t asks Congress to remove the barrier 
against its making use of quality standards in 
pricing canned fruits and vegetables. 

The price which the consumer pays for & can 
of fruit, a can of vegetables, or anything else, 
is payment for a certain quality multiplied by a 
certain quantity. Price control means something 
only when it requires the seller to sell the same 
value for the same amount of money, and when 
quality is reduced, it is not the same value, 

Congress has hamstrung OPA in so far as the 
control of prices of canned fruits and vegetables 
is concerned. It should rectify the error. What 
consumers are interested in is price control, not 
something that just looks like it but isn’t. 
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A New Bar Poll Plan 


The St. Louis Bar Association will do a favor 
to the public and will move to keep the courts on 
a high plane if it accepts its judicial committee's 
recommendation to continue its poll on candi- 
dates for judgeships, with logical amendments 
to fit the provisions of the non-partisan court 
plan. 

Bar association polls, under the old system, 
were often unreliable guides, and the public was 
rapidly losing confidence in them. This was not 
so much the fault of the polls as of the political 
system which formerly put Judges on the bench, 
and kept them there. Though the bar polls were 
supposed to be based on the candidates’ qualifica- 
tions alone, partisan considerations inevitably 
crept in. 

The new court plan rules out such considera- 
tions. The bar polis thus can concentrate on 
appraising each candidate on the five key points 
of professional fitness: integrity, judicial tem- 
perament, legal ability, diligence, consideration 
for persons appearing in court. 

In the absence of any conspicuous merit or de- 
merit marks in a Judge's record, the ordinary 
citizen may find it difficult under the new plan 
to decide on returning him to the bench or voting 
him off. The.appraisal of the lawyers, those who 
know the Judges best, should be a valuable guide 
to intelligent voting.

The reasons behind the resignation of 
Ambassador William Phillips as chief politi- 
cal adyiser to Gen. Eisenhower are still 
obscure enough to cause controversy. But 
on top of this obscurity is added another 
and far graver puzzle—the appointment of 
Samuel Reber in Ambassador Phillips’ 
place and the addition of Robert Murphy 
to the General's political staff. 


It is announced that Mr. Murphy, al- 
though he will be the ranking member of 
that staff, will confine himself to problems 
arising from the imminent invasion and oc- 
cupation of Germany, while Mr. Reber will 
deal with matters pertaining to France. 
But the net result is that two men who are 
most completely identified with the now 
bankrupt American policy on French rela- 
tions have the most important diplomatic 
posts at Supreme Allied Headquarters. 


Associated With Old Errors 


It may be argued that both Mr. Murphy 
and Mr. Reber are career diplomats and 
therefore have no personal foreign policy. 
Even if this were true, however (and the 
argument is by no means convincing), 
Messrs. Murphy and Reber have, in the 
process of carrying out the role assigned 
to them, become associated in the public 
mind with diplomatic blundering on a large 


and damaging scale. 


The French people, happy and grateful 
because of their liberation by Allied armies, 
are busily vestiges of

They constitute the analogue in the for- 
eign service of Mr, Roosevelt's palace fa- 
vorites in domestic matters, who have made 
a shambles of administration in Washing- 
ton.

a Frank Account of MacArthur 
In Book A bout War in Pacific 


“Pacific Vision 1945,"" by pune Driscoll. (J. B. 

Lippincott Co., Philadelphia.) 

Joseph Driscoll, formerly of the Post- 
Dispatch staff and now a correspondent in 
France, here tells about his previous assign- 
ment, on the Pacific war front. Since the 
book is composed to some extent of collect- 
ed newspaper articles, its continuity is at 
times disjointed, but interest is sustained 
throughout, whether the subject is Ad- 
mirals, Generals, enlisted men, battles, 
censors or life on Pacific islands. 

While Driscoll confines himself mostly to 
factual reporting, he begins his book with 
an optimistic essay on Pacific strategy. We 
have been fighting the Japs with one hand, 
he points out--a comparatively feeble left 
hand at that, while using our powerful right 
to smash the European end of the Axis. If 
we finish the Germans this year, he sees no 
reason why we can't bring maximum power 
into the Pacific and f'aish the Japs next 
year. Hence the prophetic title of his book.

Perhaps the most interesting part of Dris- 
coll’s book is that devoted to the controver- 
sy over Gen. MacArthur. He treats the 
Southwest Pacific commander with greater 
frankness than is possible for correspond- 
ents within the orbit of his censorship. 

As a military man, says Driscoll, Mac- 
Arthur is highly regarded by correspond- 
ents, They agree that he has done a good 
job; “that nobody could have done more 
and few could have accomplished half as 
much.” He is criticised for personal faults: 
vanity, self - dramatization, extravagant 
claims, aloofness, love for florid language 
These traits may be annoying at times, but 
all would be forgivable if they did not add 
up to what the author clearly considera a 
serious obstacle to unified action. 

Navy men, he says, are roused to fury by 
MacArthur, not because of his strutting, 
but because he constantly minimizes the 
role of sea power in modern warfare. The 
writer gives examples: MacArthur’s criticism 
of “island-hopping”’: his slurring. reference 
to the Guadalcanal campaign, when it 
seemed to be bogging down, as a “Navy 
show’; his emphasis on land forces, with 
the help of aviation, as of paramount im- 
portance for the Cofont of Japan, 
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By contrast, Adm. Halsey is described as 
a crusader for unity. In his area, Driscoll 
says, the emphasis is on one fighting force, 
that of the United States. his pungent 
extract from a Malsey speech is quoted: 

‘Gentlemen, we are the South Pacifie 
Fighting Force. I don’t want anybody to 
be even thinking in terms of the Army, 
Navy and Marines. Every man must un- 
derstand it—and every blankety-blank so- 
and-so will understand it if I have to take 
off all uniforms, issue coveralls and im- 
print the insignia, ‘South Pacific Fighting 
Force,’ on the seat of the pants.” 

Despite the obstacles and the personali- 
ties, Driscoll believes Army-Navy co-opera- 
tion will grow steadily, out of the urgent 
necessities of the situation, and in time ab- 
solute unification will result, His frank 
account of the too-often hushed-up Pacific

« This in turn raises an American 
constitutional problem: Will the 
administration be permitted to 
utilize our armed forces to main- 
tain the settlement as it sees fit, 
or will a new congressional deci- 
sion be necessary if the American 
enforcement contingent needs to 
be strengthened? Unless it can 
answer this last, the administra- 
tion cannot go very far at Dum- 
barton Oaks.

can be calied into being. But the 
War will (we must fear) still be 
going on, in Asia if not in Europe. 
Everyone agrees that while the 
war continues, those nations chief- 
ly responsible for its conduct must 
be entrusted with exceptional pow- 
ers. Therefore the temporary 
draft may be heavily weighted in 
favor of the great powers. 

Once the war is over and lasting 
peace becomes the chief aim, great 
power super-control, or the proviso 
that the world organization can-

just a major police operation in 
defense of international law? 

To you and me and the armed 
‘forces, it most certainly looks like 
a war. But to the statesmen, it 
may turn out to have been noth- 
ing more than a tardy crusade in 
defense of the Briand-Kellogg 
Pact. No joking. 


You will remember, under the 
Briand-Kellogg Pact, the nations 
formally renounced war as an in- 
strument of national policy. When 
the Axis powers took up arms 
they broke their solemn pledge. 
Therefore, in smacking the Axis 
down, the United Nations may de- 
cide that they are merely con- 
ducting a major police operation. 

This definition would be tanta- 
mount to telling the world that 
‘henceforth there exists an inter- 
‘national community; that all na- 
‘tions must belong to this com- 
'munity or get off the planet; and 
that this community has laws. It 
would mean that the United Na- 
tions intend to uphold these laws 
against any and all comers; that 
future conflicts, if any, will be 
just clashes between §interna- 
tional criminals and the interna- 
tional cops. 

It would mean that willingness 
to take part in such police action 


becomes an obligation of every | 


‘decent people. 
No More Declared Wars. 


Finally, it would mean that 
there will never be any more wars 
—by definition. Therefore war 
cannot be declared by the Ameri- 
can Congress. Therefore Art. I, 
Sec. 7, paragraph 11, of the Ameri- 
can Constitution would become ob- 
solete. Thereafter the Congress 
could, if it chose, constitutionally 
delegate to the administration the 
right to utilize American armed 
forces automatically and immedi- 
ately to repress aggression any- 
where, without further authoriza- 
tion.

He then addressed him- 
self to the United Nations and 
asked them to make peace with 
those Germans for 
speaks; with the Germans 
are now ready to admit that they 
have not been strong enough to 
win this time. 

He would like a peace which 
does not “annihilate us,” or else 
Germany will fight on, will re- 
sort to new weapons, for the 
purpose of “breaking” the Allied 
“will to annihilate us.” 


Not Enough Guns. 


If further proof were wanting 
on the impossibility of negotiat- 
ing with the German Army, we 
have it here. Gen. Dittmar is ex- 
plaining to the German people 
that they have lost the war, not 
because they destroyed all moral 
barriers but because they did not 
have as many guns as their 
enemies, and he professes to be- 
lieve he can foree us to negotiate 
by “breaking” our will. 

To give a compromise peace to 
men who still have the impu- 
dence to talk this way, would be 
to leave Gen. Dittmar and his fel- 
low officers believing that when 
they plan the next war, they must 
repeat Hitler's successes while 
earefully avoiding Hitler’s errors. 

As a matter of fact, it is alto- 
gether improbable that Gen. Ditt- 
mar thinks the Germans can still 
break the Allied will. They have 
tried to break it, and if they had 
had the power to break it, they

'would have done so before their 
armies had suffered a catastrophic 
defeat. Why, then, does Gen. Ditt- 
mar continue to make threats, 
why does he tell a defeated Ger- 
many to fight on? Because he 
knows no way, because he can 
think of no way, of bringing about 
an organized surrender. 


Our Two Concerns. 


| It is not the Allied war aims 
which will annihilate what he 
calls Germany: it is the process 
of purging and ejecting the Nazis, 
who cannot compromise, who can- 
not even surrender, that will dis- 
organize Germany. 


It is not the Allies who will “an- 
nihilate” the existing German na- 
tional state, It is the fall of the 
Nazis that will wreck the Ger- 
man Reich, and the Allies, when 
they occupy Germany, will take 
possession of the wreckage. 


They have to see to it that out 
of the wreckage of the Nazi 
regime no considerable number of 
Germans arise who think it pos- 
‘sible to reconstruct the German 
‘power of aggression and domina- 
tion. Their first concern must be 
to maintain and consolidate their 
own alliance, 
that the neighbors and victims of 
Germany recover their strength 
and their influence in Europe. 

Our next object, closely related 
to the first, must be to reduce 
permanently the power of Ger-

Day on Bougainville 
By Sgt. Henry McLemore 


WITH THE THIRTY-SEVENTH INFANTRY 
DIVISION ON BOUGAINVILLE. 
ACY’S basement—with mosquitoes. That is 
one man’s description of Bougainville after 
he had completed a shopping tour of the 
American-held section of this island. He came 
back laden with a 


salmagundi of mer- 
chandise that 


ranged from grass 
skirts to anchovy 
paste, mahogany 
walking sticks to 
hand painted birth- 
day greetings. If his 
money had held out, 
he said, or if he had 
had a burro to car- 
ry his purchases he 
could have added 
such articles to his 
miscellany as mounted butterflies, wrist watch 
bands, Japanese battle flags, teak wood book- 
ends, surfboards, beads, tom-toms, genuine copies 
of September Morn, and a contract entitling him 
to six lessons in Graeco-Roman style wrestling. 
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NONE OF THESE commodities is available in 
the PXs which dot the island. So where do they 
come from’ They come from the scores of 
Goughboy merchants pho have set up shop in 
their jungle tents and foxholes. Some are manu- 
facturers who can take some of this, some of that, 
something borrowed, something blue, something 
old, and something new, and make a salable bit 
of merchandise from it. 

Some ‘are traders. They swap everything un- 
Ger the sun among themselves as the law of sup- 
piy and demand dictates. If a trader locates a 
customer who wants a set of mounted Empress 
Augusta butterflies, but who has nothing better 
to offer than a set of vases made from 90 milli- 
Meter shell cases, he will dig up a fellow trader 
who has Empress Augusta butterflies to spare 
and make a swap. 
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OTHERS ARE “SPOTTERS,” Gls blessed with 
@ sixth sense, which enables them to detect a 
prospective customer half-a-mile away. The 
“spotters” also have ears to the ground which 
keep them informed as to the merchandise most 
in demand at the moment, and, equally impor- 
tant, recent winners at poker, dice, blackjack and 
other intellectual] outlets of the doughboys. 

The manufacturers consider themselves a bit 
above the traders and speculators. And there is 
great rivalry among them, especially among those 
who manufacture the same articles. Craftsmen 
who make necklaces from the “cats-eye” shells 
that abound on the beaches belittle the polishing 
and stringing technique of their competitors, and 
the wrist watch band artisans who use aluminum 
salvaged from wrecked planes scorn the work of 
rivals who use plastic glass obtained from the 
game source. The~same battle goes on between 
the jungie artists who will whip up a water color 
of any subject, be it the active volcano on the 
island at work or a daring treatment of the pur- 
chaser taking a shower in the rain. There are 
creators of greeting cards for every occasion 
from Mother's day to congratulations on the birth 


of Siamese twing. 
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THESE MERCHANTS ARE making money— 
good money. A string of beads retails for as high 
as $25. An aluminum watch band runs to $7.50 
unless the buyer wants a few palms, crocodiles, 
and flowers engraved on the band. Samurai 
ewords have sold for as high as $800 and the 
average price for such a Japanese weapon is 
$400. The greeting cards decorated with butterfly 
wings peddle for about $5, and the former wres- 
tler is willing to teach his tricks for $6 per hour. 
Carved bookends are available for $30 a set, and 
@ walking stick can be had for anywhere from 
$10 to $100, depending on the carving and the 
current demand for walking sticks. When Dad's 
day neared, the doughboys grew sentimental 
about Papa and his having to walk the home 
town streets without the aid of a South Pacific 
walking cane, prices jumped sky high. For a 
while many genuine native curios were available 
for a song simply by giving the legal Bougain- 
ville residents a package of cigarettes or any bit 
of cloth from which they could make themselves 
a new Sunday-go-to-meeting loin cloth, but the 
natives have wised up. Their demands are a bit 
higher now, and the only thing that will make 
them part with almost any of their belongings 
is a pipe. The good burghers of Bougainville, be 
the burgher four years old or 80, love to smoke 
a pipe. 
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THE MERCHANTS PLAY on suckers a bit. 
They know the unflagging American zeal for 
souvenir collecting and profit by it. One GI had 
his wife buy him a series of Japanese maps on 
Grand Street in San Francisco for $1 a copy. 
His first sale was to a Marine major who said 
the “captured” map was the one important item 
missing from his collection, and would the soldier 
please, please consider taking $50 for it. After 
thinking it over, the soldier parted with his price- 
less map. He averaged $10 a map and is keeping 
his wife busy replenishing his supply. The au- 
thentic fake Japanese battle flag has long been 
& profitable sideline for those doughboys who 
could salvage a bit of silk from a parachute or 


flare, and who had the knack for copying Japa- 
nese characters. A ball of red ink in the center 
of the flag, a few characters which read “What 
# Sucker You Are, Butch,” and the flagmaker is 
$25 richer. You folks at home should come out 
for our fall Clearance Sale.

ing, crisp lettuce or tender hearts 
of chard. Prepare fresh crisp 
vegetables and marinate all in- 
gredients except lettuce with 
dressing.

Fried canned corned beef hash 
and egg, one pound can corned 
beef hash.

Brown on both sides 
quickly and heat through 
thoroughly, 10 minutes. Serve 
with poached egg on top of each 
slice. American fried potatoes, 
one and one-half pounds potatoes. 
Slice and drop potatoes into cold 
salted water. Drain well. Fry in 
a skillet containing one-fourth cup 
melted shortening. Sprinkle with 
salt and cover, allow to cook 
slowly. When underside is brown, 
about 10 minutes, turn and cook 
about 10 to 15 minutes on other 
side. Potatoes should be brown 
on both sides and soft in the cen- 
ter. Creamed onions, one and one- 
half pounds onions. Peel off outer 
skin. If onions are large cut into 
quarters. Drop into three quarts 
boiling salted water and cook un- 
covered 20 to 30 minutes until 
barely tender when pierced with 
a fork, Drain and add one cup 
hot top milk and two tablespoons 
butter or fortified margarine; 
prune and melon salad; arrange 
two cantaloupe wedges and three 
or four pitted prunes on shredded 
lettuce for each salad. Serve with 
French dressing; whole wheat 
bread, eight slices; butter nut 
balls, cream one-half cup butter, 
one-fourth cup sugar, and one egg 
yolk. Beat well. Add one table- 
spoon milk, one-half teaspoon 
lemon rind, one-fourth teaspoon 
orange rind, and one and one- 
fourth cups sifted flour. Shape 
into balls and dip one side into 
egg white and one-half cup 
chopped nuts. Place nut side up 
on greased baking sheet and bake 
350 degrees for 20-25 minutes. 
Yield about three dozen; butter or 
fortified margarine used on all 
breads. Include in today’s menus 
milk to drink: Seven cups for 
children, three cups for adults.

Psychiatric 
Cases Reach 
High Figure

Y MENTOR, Dr. Adrian 
M Gibbs, and I both read with 

approval the very caustic re- 
marks of Dr. Henry C, Link in 
the July “American Mercury” on 
the actions of the psychiatric 
boards in their wholesale rejec- 
tion of draftees because of nerv- 
ous and mental symptoms and 
their equally wholesale recom- 
mendation on the same grounds 
for discharge after men have been 
inducted. 

Dr. Link is concerned princl- 
pally In whether these boards are 
not making mental cases out of 
large groups of the population 
and making entirely too many of 
them think when they return to 
civil life that they are somehow 
special and distinctive cases, and 
that they are just not suited toa 
rough and workaday world. 

The statistical figures are suf- 
ficiently shocking. Of 3,836,000 
draftees classified as unfit, as of 
April 1, 1944, 1,340,000, or 35 per 
cent, were rejected as mentally 
unfit or deficient, Of these 536,000 
were classified as mentally defi- 
cient, and 802,000 were rejected 
for mental disease or some nerv- 
ous condition or state of mind.

THE MENTALLY DEFICIENT 
group do not ¢€onstitute as much 
of a problem as the average citi- 
zen might at first think. A great 
deal of the heavy work of the 
world is done by just this group 
of citizens. They are the hewers 
of wood and the drawers of water. 
They do a routine task very well, 
and they are perfectly content to 
stay put once they find something 
that suits them. They cannot take 
a job that requires decisions and 
rapid adjustments, and they are 
not happy in such a job. But in 
less responsible, but necessary la- 
bor, they are very efficient and re- 
main content and happy. They 
are not dangerous, as the layman 
expects “mental” cases to be. 
They will never lead any revolu- 
tions. We could not get on with- 
out them. And you see some of 
them around you every day from 
the time you start to work until 
you return home. I am of course 
not talking about the mental de- 
fective of the level of idiocy or 
imbecility. 

Of the other group a percentage, 
and it must be a small percent- 
age, are acual mental cases — 
—maniac-depressives, paranoids Or 
bad schizophrenics. But most of 
them must be what are common- 
ly called neurotics, or neuras- 
thenics. Dr. Link feels that the 
army hag been too soft with them, 
“In the last war,” he writes, “shell 
shock really meant shell shock. 
Today this term is loosely applied 
to almost any neuro-psychiatric 
condition.” In short, most of these 
men are simply scared and are 
weak enough to admit it, and the 
army psychiatric boards baby 
them, act just like their doting 
mothers, and make even worse 
mama-boys out of them than they 
originally were. Every soldier is 
scared not only when he gets into 
combat but when he is first in- 
ducted. The men conquer it and 
do their duty. -The mama-boys 
whine and get let off.

NOT ONLY IS THAT an injus- 
tice, but, as Dr. Link complains, 
they have a psychiatric examina- 
tion and hear a lot of the terms of 


the new psychiatry—such as “com- « 


plexes,” and “libido,” and “escape 
mechanisms,” and _ these they 
carry back into civil life, and they 
become confirmed neurotics. One 
case instanced by Dr. Link was of 
a woman who haled her discharged 
soldier-husband into court for 
non-support: his defense was that 
the Army doctor's had told him he 
was “emotionally unstable’ so 
shouldn’t work. 

What Dr. Gibbs and I are con- 
cerned about is whether these 
mama-boys get pensions, There 
will be enough drain on the United 
States Treasury without that. 
Anyone applying for a  pen- 
sion on psycho-neurotic grounds 
should be required to have had six 
months Army duty with 200 hours 
of combat experience.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

M. F.: What is the sixth sense

A.: According to Dr. Karl M.

Her Husband Bought the Farm for Its Hills, but Mrs. Melzner Made It Profitable.

went to Hillsboro the other
